GOLFING NOTES. 


The gymkhana at Clontarf last Saturday 

proved a very enjoyable reunion. Many 
people who in pre-war times were accustomed 
to meeting regularly at functions of the kind, 
but who, for the past couple of years, have 
aen little of one another, were brought 
together again. The club has done particularly 
well in the work of raising funds for the 
war chmities. A previous reunion at the 
links, it will be remembered, realised a sum 
of £65 for distribution between the Red Cross 
Society and the 81. John Ambulance Corps 
unds. 
It cannot be said that the match between 
James Martin and Miss G. Lauder came up to 
expectations as regards the standard of play. 
I have noticed before that professionals and 
other expert players find this course a par- 
— dificult one to play over, and the 
probability is that -two of the best members 
of the local club would have given quite as 
cod an exhibition. It is a course where 
nowledge of the holes counts for everything, 
and no one who has not had constant practice 
there can hope to return a good score. It is 
not with any intention to detract from the 
merits of the links that I make such a state- 
ment. It is an excellent nine holes course, 
one of the best probably in the Dublin dis- 
trict, but not the kind to bring out the 
strong points in a good player's game. 

Miss G. Lauder, as is well known, is one of 
the best lady players in Ireland, but in this 
match she did not do herself justice; nor, for 
that matter, was Martin seen to advantage. 
The professional was as often off as on the 
fairway, and neither he nor Miss Lauder 
seemed to gauge properly the strength re- 
quireg for their approach shots. Both were 
invagiably short when approaching the greens, 
being apparently influenced by the hard state 
of the ground. If the play was nothing out 
of the common, it was interesting by “reason 
of the close finish, for it was only on the 


-gecond last green that Martin pulled off the 


match. * 

Martin’s score for eighteen holes was 81, 
and Miss Lauder’s 92, figures which show 
lainly that the standard of. play was not 
igh. The feature of Miss Lauder’s game was 
her wooden club play, and it must be ad- 
mitted that in the early stages she did not 
experience the best of luck. She was 
stymied at the first and sixth holes, and, in 
attempting to win the first hole, she knocked 
Martin’s ball into the cup. Martin was 2 up 
at the end of the first round, and at the 
twelfth increased his lead to 3 up. It was at 
this stage that Miss Lauder gave of her best, 
and incidentally put fresh interest into a 
match which was gradually developing into a 
one-sided affair. Winning the three succeeding 
holes in 5, 3, and 4, respectively, she made 
matters square. 

The sixteenth hole, however, proved the 
critical stage, and here Miss Lauder failed 
baslly. She was in difficulties all the way, 
and ultimately took 7 strokes to Martin's 4. 
The professional had a good 3 at the short 
hole, which gave him the match by 2 and 1. 
The effect of a big ‘“galiery’’ on Miss 
Lauder’s game was noticeable all through, 
and she would doubtless have done better had 
the match been an ordinary practice one. 
Since the play on both sides was so moderate, 
the match could not be said to have decided 
the point as. to whether the leading lady 


_ players are a match for the best professionals 


with a hendicap of a “half.” The only 

satisfactory way to attempt to solve this ques- 
tion would be to arrange for team matches of. 
say, six aside between the best ladies and 
the best male amateurs and professionals.

When golf again becomes the serious game 
it was before the war, the question as to 
altering the rule regarding the stymie is 
likely to be again freely discussed. There is 
a growmg feeling that the rule concerning 
the six-inch remission should apply not only as 
between ball and ball, but also as between the 
obstructing ball and the hole. Presumably 
the idea of the péople who granted this con- 
cession was that, with less than six inches 
intervening, the farther ball would have to be 
hit off the line so sharply at the start in 
order to get round t obstructing object as 
to give the player little chance of imparting 
sufficient slice or pull to bring his shot back 
to the line. 

Well, the same condition practically applies 
when the obstacle is withia six inches of the 
hole. Often ‘it is sheer irapossibility for the 

yer to work round it with so much spin 

to make his ball curl into the hole in the 
last few inches. When he is putting from a 
distance of several yards the shot is hope- 
less, unless he has a very pronounced slope of 
the ground. to. help him. It would please the 
majority of golfers to see the stymie abolisned 
entirély. How many a match has been lost 
through a player being three or four times 
faced with full stymies in the course of a 
round? There is no merit in the laying of a 
stymie; then why should a player be re- 
warded for it?-

confusion. Has the Irish people no interest 
in these. tremendous issues? Have our 
farmers or their political representatives 
given a single thought to the revolution 
which the disappearance of Free Trade 
must make in our greatest industry? We 
are st;-] acting as if the war must con- 
tinue for ever. Mr. Asquith’s hasty visit 
took our thoughts from the war, and set 
us quarrelling with ne another. The 
‘settlement ’’ has failed, leaving behind it 
a trail of ill-feeling and discontent.. We 
are quarrelling still, and, if wiser counsels 
do not prevail, we shall pursue our aim- 


opportunities. There .can be no real 
settlement of the political question till the 
end of the war.  °Every sane Irishman 
realises this fact. sit hot a reason for, 

instead of against, an immediate concen- 
tration on matters which are, and will be, 

vital for us whether we get a real political 
settlement er not? 

We appeal for an iesienaiiadn coming to- 
gether of the best Irishmen of all parties 
to consider the post-bellum problems of 
Irish trade and industry. Ireland is to 
appear at one Imperial Conference after 
the war. Has she no desire to appear at 
those other Imperial conferences of which 
Mr. Asquith gave notice on Wednesday ? 
They will include representatives of the 
Dominions ‘and of India, and will re 
view the whole trade policy of the Empire 
in the light of the Paris resolutions. If 
Ireland is to get her due place in the 
great scheme of Imperial trade after 
the war, she must. appear at these 
conferences. If she is to assert her 
industrial nationality, she must appear 
at them. She must appear at them 
if she is not so utterly foolish as 
to choose to neglect a truly magnificent 
advertisement for her agricultural pro- 
ducts, her special industries, her attrac- 
tions as one of the gardens of Empire, 
the advantages of her southern and 
western “harbours in the new competition 
for the trade of the world. It will be 
useless, however, to attend such confer- 
ences unless we have ready for them a full 
pepe of our resources and possibilities. 
We shall not be able to seek the confer- 
ances advice and help until we first make 
ourselves familiar with our owr needs and 
opportunities, get into touch with one 
another industrially, and think, out the 
probable effects of the economic revolution 
on Irish trade and commerce. We may 
talk of political “exclusion,” but Irish 
trade and industry cannot be depart- 
mentalised. Nobody knows better than 
the Ulster manufacturers that an essen- 
tial part of their working capital comes 
from the prosperity oí the farmers of 
Leinster and Munster. The Irish banking 
system is an indivisible system. The Irish 
railway system cannot be cut in two at a 
little village near Newry. The farmers 
must have chiefly in mind the effect of Im- 
periai co-opération on their place in the 
rich markets of Great Britain. The 
manufacturers: of: Ulster will find at the 
conferences: a splendid occasion for deve- 
loping their shipping and linen jndastries. 
throughout the Empire. Essentially, 
however, the interests of the southern 
farmers and the northern manufacturers 
are the same. One cannot prosper if. the 
other flags; they have their common root 
in our common island. i 
It will be a national calamity if we 
neglect the greatest industrial opportunity 
in the whole of Irish history merely be- 


about the future of Irish politics. We 
regret. deeply the Prime Minister's refusal 
to associate the new Chief Secretary with 
an Advisory Council’ of Irishmen for the 
government of Ireland. We must sup- 
pose, however, that the Nationalist Party, 
and, perhaps, the Ulster Unionists, felt 
that they could not accept such a Council 
without prejudice to their political claims. 
We suggest now the creation of an Ad- 
visory Council for economic purposes.

The temporary lull-in the battle of the 
Somme brings the action before Verdun 


into view again at a significant moment. 
Since the Allied offensive on the Somme 


penstrated momentarily into the work of 
Thiaumont to the north of it, and took 
over seventeen hundred prisoners. These 
succasses were of considerable tactical im- 
po tance; for south of Fleury; the Ger- 
mans had driven in a wedge which seemed 
to threaten an attack on Souville, in the 
inner line of the forts north of Verdun, 
and broke the continuity of the French 
defensive positions. Their moral value, 
however,. was greater than their material 
importance. The legend which the Ger- 
man Press developed out of the attack 
upon Verdun was that its defence absorbed 
so much of the Allies’ strength that offen- 
sive action by their armies in genera! 
was out of the question, and that the army 
of General Pétain before Verdun, in par- 
ticular, was being gradually battered to 
pieces. The major part of this legend was 
effectually exploded by the Allied offen- 
sive on the Somme. Its minor part ig 
clearly exploded also if General Petain 
s able to make a vigorous offensive return 
E the heights of the Meuse. It is no 
wonder that the Germans are making the 
most desperate efforts to recover the lost 
groznd. Even if their attacks djd not uo 
forward, the meresfact that they were the 
attackers served to ‘maintain for the 
benefit of their people the illusion tha! 
they still retained the initiative. But, il 
they actually lose ground before Verdun, 
no fragment whatever of the elaborat« 
pretence which is imposed upon the Ger 
man people can be maiatained. Genera! 
Pétain, therefore, has had to withstand 
counter-attacks of extreme desperation, 
which have so far succeeded in pushing 
his advance back at one point only—the 
village of Fleury, in the southern part of 
which the enemy have regained a footing. 
The battle still rages fiercely, but its 
significance is already unmistakable.

Temperance. 


A new movement in the cause of teme 
perance has been announced from the 
headquarters of the Irish Temperance 
League in Belfast. “It is described as an 
effort to secure co-ordination and co-opera- 
tion among the various temperance 
bodies- An appeal is made to the Prc- 
téstant Churches of Ireland to give a lead 
in.a renewal of temperance propaganda 
on vigorous lines. © The movement aims 
at the “closer and more perfect organisa 
tion of all the scattered and unrelated 
temperance forces in Ireland.” There is 
great need, it is urged, for some central 
representative body which would be able 
to speak on temperance policy with ' an 
authoritative and distinct voice that could 
be regarded as Ireland's last and final 
word ” on temperance issues as they arise. 
Messages of good-will in connection with 
the movement have been received by the 
League from the Primate, the Bishop of 
Down, the ex-Moderator of the General! 
Assembly, and the Vice-President of 
the’ Methodist Conference. As yet the 
movement is somewhat vague, but it 
bears witness to the widespread  feel- 
ang among temperance workers that this 
solemn time in the nation’s history .ought 
not to pass without some special effort on 
their part to advance the cause which they 
have at heart. The Irish Temperance 
League's organ gives abundant evidence of 
the energy which the officers of that 
body are willing to put into a general for- 
ward movement of, temperance propa 
ganda.

to be closed, but that only the banks 
closed their doors, while the staffs within 
were catching up with their-tasks.

SPECIAL COURSE IN 
SECRETARIAL AND LIBRARY 
TRAINING. 


A course of instruction to prepare students 
for secretarial work has been established at 
Alexandra College. The training extends over 
one year, and does not involve a University 
degree. Students are prepared for the examina- 
tions in shorthand, typewriting, secretarial 
work, book-keeping, and bustness methods held 
under the Department of Agriculture and Tech- 
nical Instruction, the Royal Society of Arts, the 
National Union of Teachers, the Incorporated 
Institute of Commerce. 

Special attention is given to preparing 
students for the entrance examinations to the 
various banks. Classes are also held in com- 
mercial French and Germany and in library 
work, including Dewey classification and card 
cataloguing. 

The object of this course is to prepare 
students for posts as private secretaries, regis- 
trars, office assistants, etc., or as secretaries to 
professional, scientific, or literary men. The 
training also proves a valyable equipment for 
girls in connection with philanthropic work.

He said 
that this was the greatest and the wickedest 
war the world had known, and the greatest 
crime was not the atrocities of which they 
hed heard, but the beginning. of the war 
itself. (Cheers.) The key to peace or war 
was in Berlin, and the German Emperor did 
not speak the word that would have averted 
war, because the hour for which there had 
been generations of preparation had come. 
Germany decided on war with cold-blooded 
calculation that they would gain by the war. 
Victory would not victory at all if it did 
not mean that never in our time, or in that 
of those who came after us, would it be in 
the power of one man, or of a group of men, 
to plunge the world into the misery which 
surrounded us to-day. (Cheers.) The latest 
outrage had made men and women at home, 
of calm judgment, see red, and hunt fof some 
mode of immediate vengeance. (Cheers.) The 
outrage meant that the Germans were count- 
ing, and not without reason, that the British 
people would never willingly resort to 
atrocities of that kind upon the victims in 
their hands. The Germans thought, too, that 
this example would deter other British sea- 
men from trying to save the lives of those who 
were in their ships. That only showed how 
little the German understood human nature. 

The Germans would learn that 
that outrage would stimulate the very efforts 
which it was meant to put down.

the front of the congregation. 

From seven to eight o'clock the band of the 
Royal Irish Fusiliers (directed by Mr. L. O. 
Bradley) and Dr. Marchant, the organist, 
parse suitable music. The bold strains of 

aint Saens’ ' Grande Marche Heroique”’’ de- 
noted our higher spirit. Here was no doubt, no 
hesitation, even the music in a lower key 
breathed forth confidence. Thereafter there 
was solemn praise, quiet thanks: Handel's 
Largo, Schubert’s “ Unfinished Sympbony, the 
chastened notes of Sullivan's ' In Mémoriam”’ ;

RUTLAND SQUARE PRESBY- 
TERIAN CHURCH. - 


A service of intercession and memorial was 
held last evening at Rutland square. Presby- 
terien Church. fe was well attended. The 
Moderator of the Dublin Presbytery took part 
ia the service. Rev. J. C ohnston, in the 
course of his sermon, said that many were ask- 
ing why victory was delayed. The answer was 
the old answer of sin in the nation. There were 
four special sins which God was calling upon 
the nation to repent of—those of drink, cove- 
tousness, a passion for pleasure instead of God, 
and a substitution of statecraft for truth. On 
the subject of covetousness the preacher said 
that before the war there was strike after 
strike, the employed taking every opportunity 
to squeeze larger wages, and employers, for the 
sin cut both ways, dilatory in giving their em- 
loyes what was just. Surely there was some 
aw of righteousness that should govern the re- 
lations of employers and employed. Then in 
regard to the -passion for pleasure, there were 
theatres, picture palaces springing up like 
mushrooms on ever side, card parties lasting till 
early morning, and the folly of week-ends. The 
nation was going headlong to ruin when God 
arrested it. It was not worth men’s while to 
die for such people. Politicians were trying to 
save the nation by statecraft and not by truth. 
Only by righteousness and truth should a nation 
rosper. For all these sins God had not with- 
rete Himself, and by purging the nation of 
them deliverance would come. A humble and 
resolute heart could hasten victory by al)ving 


‘iteelf with God.
